son are necessitated by the modern 
trend of. the game toward openness and 
uncertainty. 


Gridiron Commonplaceness. 


A retrospect of the work" of leading 


eastern elevens and leading western 
teams tella the same story. Only here 
and there Is an exception-found to the 
eenej-al rule of gridiron coinmonplace- 
ness In team play. 


Take; for Instance, the Yale team, the 


University of Michigan eleven, the 
Princeton team or the elevens of Wis- 
consin, 
Cornell, 
Minnesota, Carlisle 


Indians, University of Pennsylvania. 
These teams have in 1908 failed to 
teach the; standards of various years 
past in the actual play.. Princeton had 
a fast team, but its attacking ability 
was .woefully-week during most of the 
season, s)io\yn notably In the games 
against West Point and Dartmouth. 
Talc's directors were forced to shift the 
New Havenltes around In a manner 
that could' not fall to demoralize an 
eleven. 
The Yale eleven was very 


weak in spots and very strong In spots, 
an unbalanced aggregation. 


The .Yale-Princeton game at Prince- 


ton was of poor class, though exciting. 
Both lines .were prone to scatter dur- 
ing both attack and defense, showing 


• lack; of. strength and training. Yale's 


interference was only second rate, and 
Princeton's was worse. Her backs con-

meeting the Yale tacklers unprotected.' 
Tibbptt'B splendid runs for Princeton 
were, made without interference after 
he had passed the scrimmage line.

•Pennsylvania, had it more men like

Some one will say: "Competition has 


always been fierce. 
Why is It suc- 


ceeding only now In breaking 'down the 
.barrier between the larger universities 
and the smaller ones?" 
Because the 


new rules have made the game less 
scientific as regards team play than in 


> 


the past. The element of luck plays a 
most discouraging part in the new 
game. A comparatively weak team can 
with a peculiar freak of luck win a 
game today against a strong team far 
more often than in the past. A fumble 
in the forward pass of today Is im- 
measurably more dangerous than a 
fumble in one of the close formation 
plays of several years ago. In a close 
formation play a fumbled ball is in- 
variably possible of recovery by a 
player of the team fumbling the ball. 
But in ^ forward pass the.-man who 
drops the spheroid is Invariably iso- 
lated so that he alone must be depend- 
ed on to recover the bounding, twisting 
pigskin. 


The open formation of teams of to- 


day renders the breaking up of an"at- 
tacking play a comparatively simple 
proposition contrasted to execution of 
a similiar maneuver four or-five, years 
ago. Thus a scientifically deviled at- 


tacking play through the line is attend- 
ed by far greater hazard. 


But the science of team work and the 


science of individual work must not be 
confused. The demand of advanced ex 
pertness in an individual player is 
greater today than ever. For this rea- 
son 1 consider the four allowed years o( 
football playing under the present sys- 
tem to be too few. To reach the height 
of development in mo nptv game a 
player should he allowed six years. 
This may conflict witti the advance- 
ment of players in the world's im- 
portant work out of college, but We are 
here considering the player from a 
strict 
football 
viewpoint. 
The rule 


soloris have changed the game radical- 
ly, but they have not changed the con- 
ditions affecting the relation of 
the 


player to the game. 


Plainly the era of highest developed 


team work has gone, the day of the in- 
| dividual star has cotne, and no one can 


, expect the best interests of football to 


be served by such a transformation. 


II may be true that the leading col- 


leges are weaker becaure of the suc- 
cess of smaller institutions In recruit- 
ing able men, but to the writer's mind 
another big factor enters. 
It is no 


longer necessary to have so many able 
players on a team as in the past. Two 
or three men belter than the average 
and a measure of luck can now upset 
the operations of a superior team and 
nullify the carefully studied Industry 
of an entire system of coaches, advis- 
ers and players. 


The science of football team play is 


disappearing, and in its place have 


. come the sporadic frenzy of individual 


i brilliancy and the wild eyed sensation- 
alism that marks elementary amateur- 
ism.

Escapes to Cruiser Under Protec- 


tion of the French Flag 


PORT AU PRINCE, Dec. 3.-Presl- 


dcnt Nord Alexis has been deposed, 
and is now safo on board the French 
training ship Dusuay Trolun, and Port 
au Prince is in the hands of tho revo- 
lutionists. Gen. Aritoifie 'Simon, the 
Iqader'of the Insurgents, is marching 
up the peninsula, with an army of 5000 
and a new president, Gen. Legltime, 
has been proclaimed. 
.-^Al the last moment President Alexis 
yielded to the urging plea .of those 
about him, and decided to take refuge 
aboard Iho French warship. At pre- 
cisely 5 o'clock a salute of 21 guns 
announced his departure 
from 
the 


palace. : Thousands had gathered there 
early in tho day and they had surged 
round tho entrances, threatening to 
tear down the walls to drive out the 
president and his loyal followers. 
As 


the hours passed the great mob be- 
came Infuriated, shouting for him 
to 


leave the country. The mob was arm- 
cO. and men and women, beside them- 
selves with rage, heaped curses on the 
head of the aged man who had been 
deposed from the presidency of tho re- 
public, but who had fiercely expressed 
his determination to fight to the last. 


Si> serious was the situation that the 


French minister, il. Carteron, and 
other 
foreign 
representatives, with 


members of a specially appointed com- 
mittge forced 
themselves 
upon 
the 


president, who finally consented to 
withdraw. 
Shouts erected him as he 


stepped from the precincts of the pal- 
ace and into a carriage, which had 
been provided. M. Carteron. carrying 
the French trl-coler, sat 
beside him 


and the minister threw the folds of the 
flag over the shoulders of the deposed 
president, to protect him. 


An immense crowd of men and wo- 


men had assembled at the wharf,'and 
the arrival of the presidential carriage, 
escorted by a battalion of infantry and 
a squadron of cavalry, was the signal 
for wild tumult and riot. 


All along the route the people who 


imeil the streets shouted. Jeered

cursed at the fall of <he president, but 
when the landing stage was reached 
the mob lost all restraint.

tage. No shots were fired and the only 
resistance to be found was that by the 
president, who barred himself within 
the palace. 


American Minister Accused 


One of the leaders in this movement 


chareed that the American 
minister. 


H. W. Furniss. was the chief of those 
encouraging the 
president 
to resist, 


and he Issued the following proclama- 
tion: 
, "Citizens: The danger is supreme; 
we risk our independence 1C wo do not 
take good care. The old man would 
have given uo already, were it not for 
tho advice of a diplomat who is pre- 
paring for our annexation. A clash is 
expected and this diplomat 
wishes to 


precipitate one. in order to have a pre- 
text for colonizing us. 
Let us there- 


fore be docile, yet not supine." 


Every effort, whether by the com- 


mittee from {he diplomatic corps or 
by mc-mbers of his family, who begged 
the president to abdicate, proved of no 
avail during the early hours of 
the 


day. 
Xord Alexis was obdurate and 


refused to leave the palace, although 
threatened by tin- riotous mobs outside. 
He expressed his determination to em- 
bark 
with troops 
on the gunboat 


"Xord Alexis" and 
proceed 
to Cape 


Haytlen. where he would 
organize

civil war of the north against 
the 
south. 


This utterly mad 
resistance 
was 


dangerous. It 
was believed that tr.e 


populace, urmed and

ace at any moment, and that certainly 
the night could not pass 
without an 


armed assault, which doubtless would 
mean thv death of Xord Alexis and the 
destruction of the building. 


Deserted by his ministers, abandoned 


by those whom he had put Into high 
office and reviled by the. whole popula- 
jtion. President Xord Alexis had little 
chance to escape except through 
the 


intervention of the representatives of 
the French government.

Poick'viu appeared on the scene and 
saved |0e situation. He went first to 
the police headquarters and ordered a 
detachment of men to follow him to 
the scene ofvthe trouble. The police, 
however, refased.

got together a^numher of courageous 
citizens to whom he issued arms and 
rounded up also a. small detachment of 
loyal soldiers and. at the head of these 
ho marched on the looters.

"The various invoices upon their ar-

•epresentatlve of The Sun, Mr. Camp- 
bell made the following statement: 


"I am positive that one of the men 


who participated in the robbery of the 
liank in Pepperell purchase-d the

called "s\vcet" oil from 
me 
Tuesday 


nl^ht between 5 and 6 o'clock. 
I was 


alone in the store at the time, anfl a 
man who liad every appearance of be- 
ing a suburban resident entered the 
store and asked 
for 
"sweet" oil. Of 


course there is

thing as 


"sweet" oil at the present time for un- 
der the pure food law that name has 
been relegated to oblivion. Put when 
he asked for that nrllcie I gave him 
cciUrm seed oil.

Mr. Campbell and tho latter gave prac- 
tically the same story to them that he 
gave to the writer. 


Besides the bottle purchased In this 


city the only other clues that may lead 
to the discovery of the robbers aro the 
red automobile, tho sledge hammer and 
crowbar. 


The burglars also left behind them 


two small bottles with about two ta- 
blespoonfuls of nitroglycerine Ih them. 


A further possible clew was found 


In connection with two swabs which 
the biirglars had made. They had tied 
small bunches of cotton batting to the 
ends of two twigs, making two of these 
swabs. The twigs were tied together 
in the middle by strips, evidently torn 
from a white handkerchief which had 
a red border o£ a peculiar fancy fig- 
ure.

Gridiron Commonplaceness. 


A retrospect of the work of leadiii" 


eastern elevens and leading western 
teams tells the same story, Only here 
and there Is an exception found to the 
general rule of gridiron coinmonplace- 
ness in team play. 


Take, for Instance, Hie Yale team, the 


University of Michigan 'eleven, tha 
Princeton team or the elevens of Wis- 
consin, 
Cornell, 
Minnesota, Carlisle 


Indians, University of Pennsylvania. 
These teams have in ii)08 failed to 
reach tho standards of. various years 
past In the actual play. Princeton had 
a, fast team, but Us..attacking ability 
waa woefully week during most of the 
season, shown notably in tho games 
against West Point and Dartmouth. 
Yale's directors were forced to shift the 
New Havenites around.

Some one will say: "Competition has 


always been fierce. Why is It suc- 
ceeding only now in breaking (town the 
barrier between the larger universities 
and the smaller'ones?" 
Because the 


new rules have made tho game Iqss 
scientific as regards team play than In 


tho past. The element of luck plays a 
most discouraging part in the new 
same. A comparatively weak team can 
with a peculiar freak of luck win a 
game today against a strong team far 
more often than In the past. A fumble 
in the forward pass of today is im- 
measurably more dangerous than a 
fumble in one of the close formation 
plays of several years ago. 
In a close 


formation play a fumbled ball is in- 
variably .possible of recovery by a 
player .of .the team fumbling the ball. 
But in a. forward pass the man who 
drops tlie spheroid is Invariably iso- 
lated so that he alone must be depend- 
ed oh to recover the bounding, twisting 
pigskin. 


The open formation of teams of to- 


day renders the breaking up of an at- 
tacking play a comparatively simple 
proposition contrasted to execution of 
a similiar maneuver four or. live years 
ago. 
Thus a scientifically devised at- 


tacking play through tho line Is attend- 
ed by far greater hazard. 


But the science of team work and the 


science of individual work must nut be 
confused. The demand oj advanced ex- 
pertness in an individual player is 
greater today than ever. For this rea- 
son I consider the four allowed years of 
football playing under the present sys- 
tem to bo too few. To reach tho height 
of development in the new game a 
player should be allowed six years. 
This may conflict with the advance- 
ment of players in the world's im- 
portant work out of college, but we are 
here considering the player from a 
strict football viewpoint. 
The rule 


solons have changed iho game radical- 
ly, but they have not changed the con- 
ditions affecting the relation of tho 
player to the game. 


Plainly the era of highest developed 


team work has gone, the day of the in- 
dividual star has come, and no one can 


txpcd, the best Interests of football to 
be served by such a transformation. 


It may bo true.- that MIC leading col- 


leges arc weaker be«ui.-o of the suc- 
cess of smaller institutions Jn recruit-

In 
his neck were live long slashes, both 
arms were cut, his

penetrated 
several places 
near 
the 


heart and his legs and abdomen were 
covered with cuts. The doctors Imme- 
diately put him under ether and start- 
ed sowing up the wounds. 


Oapt. Brickley notified the Foxboro 


hospital of King's rupture, and Super- 
visor D. V. IJonovan came on the tirjt 
train, reaching Kast Boston before 
7 


o'clock. His mission was to take King 
back last night, but liis condition was 
such that it was doomed best to leave 
him at the hospital for a day or two 
at least. Mr. Donovan said there was 
no doubt In Ills mind that King had 
attempted to take his life while in bed.
